Justices seemed split in hearing recount issue, observers say

WASHINGTON - The U.S. 
Supreme Court for the first time in its 
history toolc up a case Friday that 
could determine who is the next pres- 
ident but the justices focused.instead 
on wdio has the power to set the rules 
for an election: state lawmakers or 
state judges?

Friday’s argument was a first in 
another way.

They refused again to permit tele- 
vision coverage but millions of 
Americans were able to listen to the 
proceedings on TV and radio pro- 
grams. 

' No one could miss the high political 
stakes. The courtroom was packed 
with Democratic and Republican 
members of the Senate as well as 
leading figures from the campaigns 
of Bush and Vi'ce President Al Gore.

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Mexico’s new president takes office

MEXICO CITY - A towering busi- 
nessman in custom cowboy boots 
strode into Mexico’s presidency 
Friday, ending a seven-decade polit- 
idil dynasty and thnisdnghis nation 
into a new, democratic era. 

Raising his right hand and swear- 
ing to uphold the Constitution “for 
the poor and morgindized people of 
this country," Vicente'Fox brought 
to.a.close^a political system , that 
datc'slo'the'MeJddin Rewlutibn. 

“What is at stoke over the next six 
years is not jusF the change of a 
party in power,” Fox said. “What is 


Residents hit the

at strke is much more significant 
and profound: the hopes of milUon.-i 
of Mexicans.” 

Thousands of tho.se Mexicans 
lined tbe streets of the capital, want- 
ing somehow to be a part of what 
Fox (ills simply “the change." Even 
the earth shook and a volcano erupt- 
ed as the new president began his 
term. 


‘Tve never lived under any other 
system. Neither has my mother - or 
my grandmother," said Mirel 
Orozco, a 27-year-old college student 
who went into the streets with her 
mother to catch a glimpse of Fox 
passing. 

"Imagine someone blindfolded 
you for 70 years. Totiay, they sud- 
denly took off the blindfold and 
said, 'Look, there’s the sea. There's 
the sun,"’ she said. "Now let’s see if 
the sea is blue, like they say it is.” 
Fox’s first act of government was 
to send to Congress an Indian rights

A number of Magic Valley law- 
makers have tried to persuade 
the Le^slature to offer state sup- 
port to two community colleges 
in the state - CSI and North 
Idaho College in Kootenai 
County - over the years. Their 
efforts are expected to bear fruit 
• . this year. ■ 

The state should also pay for a 
significant portion of the County 
Judicial Fund to reduce the 
strain on county budgets and tax- 
payers, Twin Falls County 
Commissioner Gary Grindstaff 
told the group. 

Twin Falls County Jail is over- 
flowing with inmates, forcing the 
.sheriff to house many in other 
counties - an expensive option 
that loft the jail and the county 
overbudget tldsyear. 

To alleviate the problem, the 
chamber would like the state to 
raise the 3 percent cap in increas- 
ing jail expenditures each year or 
.simply pick up the tab for 
inmates housed ouiside the coun- 
ty-

Report lists harassment 
incidents at Columbine

GOLDEN, Colo. (AP)- Bullying 
was a problem at Columbine High 
School bcfgre the worst 

school sh^dtlngs in the nation*s 
history, despite administrators’ 
denials: of ^harassment there, 
according to a report released 
Friday. 

Re^na Huerter, an investigator 
with the Denver district attor- 
ney's office, said students and 
teachers had reported numerous 
cases of hara.ssment 
' In August, Columbine principal 
. Frank DeAngclis said the school 
had been a safe and welcoming 
place before the shootings. 

The report was presented to a 
commission formed by Gov. Bill 
Owen to gather facts about the 
April 19, 1999 rampage in which 
Eric Harris and E^lan KIcbold 
killed 12 students and a teacher 


before taking their own lives. 

Huerter said students told her 
that Harris and Klebold were ■ 
often ridiculed and physically 
hailassed by student athletes who 
appeared to have gotten prefer- 
ential treamient from Columbine 
administrators. 

She said a Jewish student was 
harassed by two boys who threat- 
ened to “build an oven and set 
him on fire” and that a female 
student was harassed for six 
months. 

. Huerter conducted 'her inter- 
views between Oct. 14 and Nov. 
29 and did not include names in 
her report. 

Rick Kaufman, a spokesman 
for the school district, ^d admin- 
istrators had dealt appropriately 
with each reportt^ case of bully- 
ing. 
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Gooding, pleaded guilty in 
November to first-degree murder. 

In exchange for the guilty plea, 
Loebs said he will not seek the 
death penalty against Pearson. 
The death penalty was also 
dropped for Jensen and Pauls. 

Loebs said he will likely recom- 
mend 15-year to life sentences for 
Pearson and Pauls, while Jensen 
faces a maximum sentence of life 
in prison without parole. 

S ente ncing dates have not yet . 
been set, Lb^ssoidi 
In an earlier agreement, Pauls 
and Pearson botli agreed to plead 
guilty and testify against Jensen. 
Ip exchange, prosecutors said 
they wouldn't seek the death 

_ penal tyagainsLihcm. 

“Wc had a very strong case 
against all of them,” Loebs said. 
“That’s the primary reason they 
pleaded guilty.” 

Pearson's attorney, Calvin 
Campbell, said he will argue for a 

•lowerminimumsemcncev — ^ 

. “He (Pearson) wanted to do 
what was best for himself and 
jusrtce, and wanted to accept 
responsibility and move on," 
Campbell said. 

Pauls and Pearson both con- 
fessed Co police about taking part 
in the killing. Twin Falls police' 
dciccdve Curtis Gambrel said in 
a sworn statement filed ui court. 

Based on the two confessions. 
Gambrel described in his stated 
ment tho following events that, 
led up to Ray’s death; 

At least a week and a half 
before Ray died, Jensen 
approached Pauls and Pearson - 
about helping her kill Ray, who 
was dating her estranged hus- 
band, Vernon Jensen. 

The plan was to ihject Ray wth 
a lethal dose of methampheta- 


. mine and insulin, and to plant 
methamphetamine in her purse 
to make it look like an overdose. 

Pauls, Vicki Jensen’s niece, 
bought the mcthamphetominc, 
and Pearson got a .22-caIiber pts- 
loL 

The night before the killing the 
three met at Jensen’s house in 
Gooding and rehearsed their 
rolcs.for liic killing, using Pauls 
0 $ the victim. 

“Does everyone know what 
your job is?” Vicki Jensen 
-repeatedlyasked during' the . 
rehearsal. 

Wlicn-ihe three showed up the 
next day, Ray seemed confused. 
When Pauls pulled out the pistol, 
Raywasterrtfied. 

■ After a brief struggle, the three 
pinned Kay to the ground. Jensen 
held the syringes - one with 
methamphetamine and one with 
■^nsulin > and straddled Ray. 
Pauls and Pearson eoch pinned 
down an ann. 

. Ray begged Vicki Jensen not 
TO inject her with methompheta- 
mine because she was allergic to 
its ingredients. 

"I don’t cure, you’re going to 
die,” Vicki Jensen replied. 

After Vicki Jensen injected 
- Ray, the tliree moved her body to 
the bedroom, where they 
watched her struggle for breath, 
the statement sold. 

They left and a few hours later 
Vernon Jensen found Ray in 
their apartment bedroom on the . 
700 block of Bolton Street. She 
was lying face down on the floor 
with a syringe nearby. 

'Vicki Jensen wus a re{dstered 
nurse at the Shoshone Rehab and 
living Center.

Joseph Quintana, Gilbert 
Quintana’s younger brother, 
said his brother and Chism had 
been traveling to Durango to 
inspect a construction project 
there. 


State police Lr. Gary Smith 
said several ski instructors saw 
the airplane attempting.to fly 
over a hill, 

“But it appeared ns though it 
was losing lift, and obviously was 
going to unsuccessful in clear- 
ing the hill, at which time the 
pilot made a steep left, turn and 
attempted to fly back down the 
valley,” Smith said. 

Smith said the plane then di^ 
appeared into a mountainside on 
the south side of the ski basin.

They 
had been forecasting a decline 
of around 0.7 percent, given the 
fact that activity had surged in 
the previous two months.

September and 2 percent in 
August.

Tillich wrote, "Ail time runs 
forward. All time, both history 
and in personal life, is expecta- 
tion. Time itself is waiting, wait- 
ing not for another time, but for 
that which u eternal.’’ 

Tell THAT to the advertisers, 
who give us only so much time to 
get the spedal prices for the spe- 


cial gifts and who warn us to 
Hunyl 

But now Advent, that time of 
special waiting, is upon us. 
Advent, the four weeks that pre- 
cede Christmas in the Christian 
calendar, is that-scason which 
-writer Alfred Delp called “the 
time for rousing" when we are 
“shaken to the very depths, so 
that we may wake up to the truth 
of ourselves," a truth that we can- 
not find without the still time, the 
period of silence and contempla- 
tion, the period of, well, of wait- 
ing. 

Advent is the season when 
Christians arc urged to be still 
and know that God is God, to 
wait for the celebration of the 
inbreaking of God in our midst as 
one of us. 

God’s love is celebrated not in 
a season of hurly-burly shopping 
Md partying and running to and 
fro, but in a season of patience, a 
sca^n of straining to hear once 
again the angels singing their 


love song from on high: “Glory to 
God in the highest heaven, and 
on earth peace among those 
whom he favors! " 

T.S. Eliot once wrote that 
“Love is most nearly itself / When 
here and now cease to matter. 
Old men ought to' be explorers / 
Here and there docs does not 

. mattCT/ We must be still and still 
moving / into another intensity / 
For a further union, a deeper 
communion. " 

To be still and still moving is a 
notion that doesn’t make sense to 
many people. 

If we are patient, if we take the 
Advent time to wait simply and 
peacefully in this predous season 
of peaceful waiting, we not only 
might hear the angels singing, we 
imght feel, perhaps for the first 
time, that loving embrace of com- 
passion from God.

In Pennsylvania, researchers 
are documenting how religion 
keeps young people from drugs 
and delinquency. In Cambridge, 
Mass., professors are pondering 
how faith propels environmen- 
talism and inner-city economic 
development. And in one of the 
world’s most religiously diverse 
laboratories -- Southern 
California - scholars are visiting 
sacred sites such as Sikh gurd- 
waras, Buddhist temples and 
Armenian apostolic churches to 
scrutinize the powerful role that 
religion plays in the lives of new 
immigrants. 

Across the United States, 
scholars have begun to promote 
a new paradigm in academia: 
Religion matters. 

Once a largely forgotten fac- 
tor in social research, dismissed 
by those who believed that sod- 
ciy would inevitably secularize 
and cast spirituality aside, reli- 
gion is now a hot field of 
inquiry. Until recently, a long- 
standing academic bias against 
religion has blinded many schol- 
ars to its powerful role in shap- 
ing both private lives and the 
public culture. 

“While millions, even billions, 
of people view so many differ- 
ent humaii c oncern s through the 
lens of religious faith, this cru- 
cial subject remains one of the 
most understudied social phe- 
nomena of the 20th. century," 
Princeton University President 
Harold Shapiro said last year. 

That’s changing. Driven by 
new funding opportunities, a 
national spiritual resurgence 


and growing political interest in 
faith-based initiatives, more 
people than ever are studying 
religion. No longer confined to 
schools of divinity, religion is 
being increasingly probed in 
departments of sodology, politi- 
cal science, international rela- 
tions, even business schools. 

The new research is expected 
to “significantly reshape the 
sodaJ sdences,’’ said Jon Miller, 

.a University of Southern 
C^ifomia sodology professor, 
The Ford Foundation 
launched a religion program in 
. 1997 and has doled out about 50 
grants totaling $10.5 million. 
Other major funders indude the 
Lilly Endowment and Pew 
' Charitable Trusts. 

The bustling Center for 
Religion and Civic Culture at 
use is a leading player in the 
new research efforts. Scholars 
there have examined religion's 
effects on health care, welfare, 
immigration and urban develop- 
ment. 

Although many early sociolo- 
gists were Christians active in 
the 19th century social reform 
movements, religion lost its 
academic luster in the 1950s, 
said Jon Miller of USC's sociol- 
ogy department. The two theo- 
rists with the most-htfhjence on 
sociology at that time, Karl 
_Ma«_and.Max_Weber, traveled . 
different philosophical paths to 
reach similar condusions - that 
society would inevitably push 
religion to the periphery, he 
said. . 

“In real life, we know religion 
never went away, but people 
just stopped paying attention to 
it," Miller said.
